The manufacture of oleomargarine con- 
sumes about 20 percent of the annual crop 
of cottonseed in addition to sizable por- 
tions of the South’s peanut production. 

That manufacturers are finding it ad- 
vantageous to locate plants near the source 
of supply is indicated in figures released 
by the Department of Commerce showing 
production of margarine in Georgia in- 
creased 933 percent in the period 1940 to 
1948.

What has happened to Atlanta? 

Not what is happening. That is too obvious. The city is being 

economically. The stubborn selfishness of a relatively few 
individuals, the stupid insistence on the saving of face, the ruth- 
less refusal to consider the public’s stake in the strike . ... all these 
are combining to do irreparable and inexcusable harm to the town 
we all profess to love. 

The question is not what is happening to Atlanta. Anyone 
with half an eye can see the damage which has already been done 
and which will be multiplied and aggravated if the strike con- 
tinues, as present indications are it will.

How Long, Mr. Mayor? 


Editor Constitution: I should like to address 
two questions to the Mayor of Atlanta: 


How long is a long time, Mr. Mayor? 


And why must we wait a long time before 
you take action in the trolley strike, Mr. Mayor? 


You said on Saturday, according to The Con- 
stitution, that unless the Power Company and its 
striking trolley operators came to terms, you 
would provide transportation; but only after a 
long time. And we want to know why. Be- 
cause this disaster (and it is a disaster to the 
poor of your city, Mr. Mayor) bears the appear- 
ance of a strike against the people of Atlanta 
rather than a dispute between employer and em- 
ployees. Certainly this is the effect. And they 
are your people, Mr. Mayor—the people who 
elected you to office. 

Certainly, too, you are in position to deter- 
mine the merits. For those of us whose only 
information necessarily comes from the public 
prints, it appears that the strike is baseless. 
The Power Company has said that it is barely 
in the black and cannot pay more wages or 
increase pensions without increasing fares, and 
I personally have seen no direct contradiction 
by the employees’ representatives. It also says 
that a 40-hour-week operator makes approxi- 
mately $315 a month, more than most who regu- 
larly use the system and, it seems to me, rather 
high wages for unskilled labor. Certainly we 
who make less don’t want to pay bigger fares 
to pay them more, Mr. Mayor. 

But you can, presumably, determine if this is 
true, Mr. Mayor, and take sides between em- 
ployer and employees. Then after making a de- 
termination, you can for all of us offer alterna- 
tives: You can insist that the Power Company 
arbitrate if it is not telling the truth. You can 
give the strikers a definite time limit within which 
to return to work if it is telling the truth. And 
you can direct to either or both the threat that 
you will license jitneys or some other form of 
transportation system if they do not act reason- 
ably soon. 

However, if you're unable to take any action 
of any kind, Your Honor, you could at least 
answer these two questions: 

Why must your people remain victims of a 
disaster a long time? And how long is a long 
time? 

Or you can stand branded as a skinfull of 
wind which listeth not even to blow.

A Treatise 
On Postage Due 


NEW YORK—Did you ever get one of those 
sickly colored postcards from your postmaster, 
saying, in a thousand or so words, that he is 
holding a letter for you, for want of three cents 

extra postage? And if you don’t send him a stamp of the same 
value, and get it there in a hurry, he’ll do something drastic, like 
tearing it to angry little bits? I have been involved for some time 
in one of these breath-taking brushes with that vast impersonal 
edifice, known as the United States Post Office. 


The first sharp warning came from Detroit’s postmaster. In the 
cheerful language of a draft summons he warned me to get up the 
three cents, or else. See? 


Action! I can see him now, a man with the fierce gray mus- 

tachios of a governmental tycoon, a purple blood ves- 
sel standing out on his forehead as he pounds his desk, barks for 
his cringing secretary and shouts, “Constantine owes us three 
cents! Rush him Form 1,907,313-A immediately.” 


Then apoplexy sets in and he must be retired at full pay for 
life, at a cost of $79,429.01 to the taxpayers. But down through 
the echelons of the post office setup goes the order, finally reach- 
ing a man named Orville Q. Pollen, who has been put to work at 
$63.10, plus overtime, to handle this rush order. 


The card is dropped in a sack that costs a double sawbuck, then 
carted to the railroad station in a $4,000 truck, driven by a fellow 
named Mike who has to be paid $71.90 a week, plus an assistant 
named Joe, who gets $58.58. 

Fellow named Harry unloads the postcard for $62.50 a week 
and puts it on a $300 truck for its trip down the ramp to the mail 
car. The mail car costs $250,000, because of the equipment needed 
to handle the postcard, and is manned by a crack crew of eight 
mén, all named George, who sort the postcard. 

It goes through 17 hands in New York, utilizes a series of mov- 
ing treadmills, trucks, a letter carrier, the mail rooni force at 
International News .Service and finally a:copy girl named Pat—a 
corps of experts and en avalanche of equipriient totaling, in wages, 
eventual pensions and equipment, about $750,000. 

Now I get it and toss it in a wastebasket, price $1.98. But the 
card has a way of haunting a recipient. So I pull it out and read it 
from beginning to end, thus wasting about 80 cents’ worth of time 
that might have been devoted to the racing form. 


° There are two little lines drawn in the upper 
Dotted Lines left-hand corner of the cards. You are com- 
manded to cut along these lines and insert the three-cent stamp. 
This necessitates, in my case, a taxi trip to a hardware store to buy 
a scissors (total cost $4.90). Cut myself doing it, too, making nec- 
essary a tube of sulfamycetin (10c) and a bandage of similar value. 

Borrowed the three-cent stamp from man named McCorkindale; 
on promise to give him two box seats to Dodgers-Tigers World 
Series next October, prices $7.70 a copy. 

Then and only then, can the letter-in-peril be rescued, to start 
its million-dollar ride east. By this time it is a multimillion-dollar 
cause celebre. The letter—well, didn’t get around to finishing it. 
It was a fat fimeograph job which began, “Dear Octogenarian: 
Did it ever occur to you that the Cyclops Beeswax Company of 
Hamtramck was founded during the administration of Rutherford 
B. Hayes?” .

Let’s Make Hay © 
The Oregon Way 


Suggestion of the day: That tall, rich-looking 
leafy plant growing in the pasture is sericea les- 
pedeza. Its roots go down from 18 to 36 inches. 
It holds soil, water, builds soil, provides grazing 

and hay and acts as insurance against Summer droughts. It can 
be planted now. 


One of the hardest facts for us to accept is that grazing is a | 


year-round practice in Georgia. Habit is so strong within us 
and the habit of spending our Summers in making hay for Win- 
ter’s use is so much a part of our background we complicate where 
we might simplify and grind where we might grease. Instead of 
letting the animals gather their own rations high in vitamins, min- 
erals and proteins from the field, we murder much of the goodie 
in the plant life, rush up and down the field with expensive equip- 
ment, work ourselves into a lather and end up by carrying the hay 
to the animals at considerable expense and of considerable less 
value than if we had let it alone. 


Cheaper Here is what the Oregon Experiment Station says on 

hay vs. pasture. As to costs it says, “Good pastures 
furnish forage at a fraction of the cost of producing hay on the same. 
land.” As to quality, “While green pastures furnish a full portion 
of plant food and vitamins, even the best cured hay loses some of 
its nutrients in the harvesting process. Excessive sunlight destroys 
the green color of hay with a corresponding loss of vitamins. ‘So 
much as a light shower serves to leach the minerals found in good 
hay, minerals that can be replaced in the ration only at great cost, 
if at all. Excessive handling causes loss of leaves which contains

walked out on his porch, with his new air 
rifle. 


Now Skinny and I were good friends, and 
we bore each other no ill will, but the inevitable 
happened.

My daddy walked out on 
the porch in the middle of the fusillade and I 
was lying there shooting and he asked me what 
in the name of common sense I was shooting at 
and I said I was shooting at ole Skinny John- 
son and he was shooting at me and he reached 
down and picked me up bodily off the front* 
porch and took me out on the back porch, out of 
sight of the neighbors. And then he went down 
in the back yard and cut down about half a 
privet hedge and came back up, solemnly, and 
wore out about a dozen switches on me. 

I remember thinking at the time, in the midst 
of my agony, that I was glad that it was Win- 
ter and the switches were not as resilient as they 
were in Springtime. After two licks the “hick- 
ory,” as my father called a switch, would break 
and he would have to reach for another one, 
which gave me a brief respite. Then he took my 
air rifle away from me and put it up and didn’t 
let me lay hands on it for a month. And Mr. 
Johnson found out about Skinny and me shoot- 
ing at each other, so he took a hickory, as the 
saying went, to Skinny, and took his air rifle 
away from him. And when Skinny and I were 
finally allowed to have our air rifles, neither of 


' us ever pointed one at anybody, or shot in the 


direction of anybody’s house after that. 

But we learned to shoot—and shoot accu- 
rately, eyen,,with, the .crankrsighted: air guns 
which always threw their -pellets to one side. 
And years later, on the range at Quantico, I 
didn’t have much trouble getting the hang of 
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parts who was ever shot out of 
¢ rifle, I feel , 


boy pointing my rifle at me. 

“Hands up” or I'd have had to turn loose the 
limb and fali out of the tree. So 1 said, 
“Put that rifle down, Bobby,” and all I re- 
member after that was that something that 
felt as big as a baseball and as hard as a 
rock hit me in the eye and I turned loose 
and fell out of the tree and got up with my 
hand over my eye and when I took it away 
there was blood on it. 


And when I pried my eyelid open and shut 
the other eye, I couldn’t see anything. So I 
started running and yelling, and finally some- 
body caught me and took me to the doctor. 

There was a little blue hole in my eyelid, 
and he took some tweezers and fished around 
and pulled out the pellet. It had hit the curve 
of the eyeball and glanced upward and was 
nestling there above the eye, feeltng as big and 
painful as a cocklebur. Then he bandaged me 
up and I went home and I was blind as a bat in 
that eye for a month and couldn't go to school. 
And the first time I was sure that I would ever 
see again out of that eye was one day in the doc- 
tor’s office, when he held a 100-watt light bulb 
close to my eye and I could see the wires in the 
bulb faintly glowing. 

So, having derived much pleasure from air 
rifles as a small boy, and having also suffered 
much pain because of them, my feelings about 
air rifles are a little mixed. But I don't think 
they should be banned. I think that they should 
be looked on, not as toys, but as weapons, and 
that every kid, before he’s allowed to use one, 
should be thoroughly taught how to handle it 
safely. If he’s old enough to understand, and 


‘responsible enough to heed, he won't do any 


damage that he'll regret forever.
